CASE FOR PLAINTIFF, 

Mr. J. M. Fitzgerald, K.C.; with whom 
was Mr. B. Tynan O'Mahony (instrueted by 
Mr. M. Noyk), stating the case for the 
wep gy said that Mr. O’Brien kept a num- 
er of racing greyhounds. The animal in 
question bad cost Mr. O’Brien £55, and in 
the first year that he had it it won five 
races, and had heen in the “final ” of last 
year’s Grand National at Harold’s Cross. It 
was a first-class racing dog on the Irish track 
and. had been in training for this year's 
Grand National, The day before it was de- 
stroyed it had won a very successful trial. 
On August 1 the dog was out with three 
others, on a leash, under the control of the 
trainer's son. When they were passing a 
shop in Terenure a cat ran out, and Laurel 
Boy caught it by the hack. A crowd col- 
lected, and the defendant, who was on point 
duty, came to the place, and after trying 
unsuccessfully to separate the two animals. 
he drew his baton and struck the dog on the 
head. He then told the boy to drag the dog 
up a laneway. The defendant followed the 
boy and gave the dog a couple more blows 
on the head and body. He then tied the 
dog's feet together and carried it to a piece 
of waste ground, where it was subsequently 
shot by another Guard. The excuse that 
would be put forward by the defendant would 
be that he believed that the dog was suffer- 
ing from rabies, but evidence would be given 
to show that the dog was in a healthy con- 


dition 
VALUE OF DOG. 

The plaintiff was sworn, and, in answer to 
Mr. O'Mahony, said that he would not have 
accepted £100 for the dog the day it was 
killed. The dog was gentle and frequently 
plaved with children. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Finlay, the 
plaintiff said: that the dog would have been 
valuable for stud purposes. He admitted 
that the price of greyhounds had depreciated 
since 1923. The dog was well bred. A dog 
named Mick the Miller, that never won au 
ordinary course, was sold for £1,500 after 
its suécess on the track. k ' 

Neill Morgan, son of the: dogs trainer, 
said that he had Laurel Boy and another dog 
on a leash. When the defendant came up 
he had his baton in his hand, and he gave it 
to a man to hold while he attempted to 
separate the dog from the cat. Fatlmg in 
this, he took the baton from the man and 
struck the dog on the head, and the dog fell. 
The defendant again hit the dog when the 
animal was in the laneway. | 

Corroborative evidence was given by a boy 
named Holland, who was behind Morgan 
holding two other dogs on a leash. 

In answer to Mr. Finlay, this witness said 
the dog did not jump at the Guard, 


TRAINER'S EVIDENCE, 

Patrick Morgan, who had trained the, dog. 
said that? it was a very quiet animal, and 
never had shown any signs of vice towards) 
mankind or animal. It never had shown 
any trace of rabies. Witness saw the de- 
fendant with a hold of the dog's tail and his 
right foot on its neck. There was blood on 
the baton. When witness asked the defend- 
ant why he had killed the dog, the defendant 
asked him who he was, and he replied that 
he was the dog's trainer. The defendant 
laughed, and witness told him that it was no 
laughing matter. The defendant said that he 
was laughing at witness’s joke. The defend- 
ant asked him to come with him to the 
barrack, and when they arrived there he was 
left for an hour in the hall, and when he 
went to make his statement the defendant 
and a sergeant ordered him out. 

Mr. John Flynn, veterinary surgeon, sn 
inspector under the Diseases of Animals Act, 
said that after a post-mortem examination 
of the dog he found no indication of rabies. ! 

Mr. F. Heaney, veterinary surgeon, cor- 
roborated, and said that for the past forty 
veers there had been no case of rabies in 
Dublin. ' 

George Carse. Terenure,: said that when 
the defendant, struck the dog with his baton 
it fell down, and the cat dropped out of his 
mouth. The dog made no attempt to attack 
the defendant. 

‘DEFENDANT EXAMINED, 

The case for the plaintiff having closed, 

The defendant was sworn, and, in reply to 
Mr. Finlay, he said that he was po ree 
when his attention was attracted by a crowd 
standing outside a provision shop. He forced 
his way. through the crowd, and saw a sinal] 
boy holding three dogs on a leash and two 
others at large. The first thing he did was 
to try and release the cat. ‘The dog's head 
and the cat were covered with blood. He 
took the.deg by the ear and the cat by the 
tail, but the dog would not let go. The cat 
was struggling violently. Witness then took 
out his baton and put it into the dog's 
mouth, and thus forced the dog to let go. 
Witness promptly seized the dog’s collar, and 
the dog jumped sideways. and landed 
on his left shoulder. The dog was 
foaming and frothing at the mouth. 
When the dog jumped at him wit- 
ness struck it with his baton 
and it fell down. The dog again jumped at 
him. and witness again struck it and it fell. 
He then put his foot on the dog’s neck, and 
sent for a revolver. He denied that he told 
the boy te drag the dog into the laneway. 
There were between 100 and 150 persons 
standing around. The Animal attacked him 
with vengearice. ’ 

Mr. Edward Boyd, Terenure, said that 
when the defendant came through the crowd 
he had the baton in its case, but he took 
it out to put it in the dog’s mouth. The 
dog jumped ut the defendant, and the de- 
fendant struck it with his baton. 

The jury found a verdict for the plaintiff, 
and assessed the damages at £75. 

Judgment was entered for that amount, 
with costs.

SALE OF “ CANNONS.” 


JUSTICE AND “A FEARFUL 
NUISANCE.” ' 

Guard 71 B charged Mrs. Wilson, Con- 
pinger’s row, off South William street, witn 
selling two pieces of explosive fireworks 
called “cannons ” to a boy ufhder fourteen 
vears of age, and with having no licence t» 
sell the articles. 

One of the “‘cannons”’ in question was 
produced and examined by the Fuitice, who 
declared that they were “a fearful nuisance.’’ 

The defendant stated that she bought the 
things at Messrs. Hely’s, Dame street, and 
was not aware that it was necegsary to have 
a licence to sell them. 

The Justice said that he could not under- 
stand how Messrs. Hely’s had not been 
prosecuted in this matter. 

Guard Forde said that Messrs. Hely had 
had a licence to retail these “ cannons,’ but 
the Free State Ministry of Justice had with- 
dvawn it. Such fireworks were no longer 
procurable in Dublin, and for the last ten 
nights or so there had been no disturbance. 

The Justice--I am glad to hear that. They 
were a great nuisance and a great annoyance 
to the patients in the hospitals, as well as to 
a number of delicate people in’ the city and 
suburbs 

The Justice imposed a fine of 5s., with a 
fortnight to pay, and suggested that the 
defendant should see Messrs. Hely in con- 
nection with the matter. 


“ BOMBARDMENT ” NEAR 
HOSPITAL. 


A fine of 7s. 6d. was imposed on a boy

A correspondent writes :—‘‘ The traditions 
of the Fingall branch of the Plunkett family 
demanded that the obsequies of its head 
should be as private as possible, but some 
intimate friends managed to be there. A 
few of them (among whom wes the present 
writer) rushed over from Britain by night 
and secured conveyances in Dublin, in time 
to be present at the High Mass in the little 
chapel in the Castle and at the final scene 
in the old ruined church, a stone’s throw 
off. Besides the near relatives and intimate 
friends, courteously helped to the front of 
the procession along the narrow paths from 
the Castle to the ruin, there was a throng 
of countryfolk from all over the county, 
where, as twice Master of the premier fox- 
hound pick, Lord F.ngall was known and 
loved by every man who ever stopped an 
earth or opened a gate in furtherance of 
Meath’s undying sport. . As a landlord he 
had displayed qualities which made- every 
reduction of his landiordiem cause regret for 
the passing réyime. To-day he one senti- 
ment was of regret that this fine sportsman 
and perfect neighbour had gone from the 
scene of a life we, would all have been 
proud to have lived, 
were turned to the heir, who had distin- 
guished himself in the War and had kept up 
his father’s traditions of sportsmanship, 

‘“tHistorically, the occasion revived. cherished 
memories. There cannot be many instances 
In this island where the descendants of two 
brothers have clung fo their two homes, each 
a castle of the Pale, for eight centuries. As 
often happened in the days of the penal laws, 
one: branch of the family—in this case the 
Plunketts of Dunsany—embraced the 
testant faith and held the title deeds to tha 
land for the Killeen branch. Dunsany Castle, 
only a mile distatt, with*an almost identical 
ruined church. still holds that branch, and 
there can be little doubt that the intimacy 
of the two families and their mutual aid in 
trovblous times had not a little to do with 
their both surviving in the rebellion of 1793

FREE STATE COAST 
FISHING. 


- 


£232,307 FOR NINE MONTHS. 

The total value’of the fish catch landed 
on the Free State coast for the nine months’ 
period ending BWth September, 1929, was 
£232,307, compared with £295,394 for the 
same period in 1928. Herring catches fell in 
value from. £148,294 last year to £67,382 this 
year, but mackerel increased from £24 916 to 
£43,120. Cod fell from £35,127 to £29,876, 
and lobster increased from £20,940 in 1928 
to £26,123 in 1929. 

During the period July-September, 1929, 
the quantity of herrings cured amounted to 
1,221 barrels and 545 half barrels, of which 
912 barrels and 415 half barrels were ex- 
ported. — The figures for the corresponding 
three months last year were :— 

Curings—6,678 barrels, 10.702 half barrels. 

Exported—4,101 barrels, 9,981 half barrels. 
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Many not dry eyes.

On their return, Mr. Delaney announced 
that Mr. Condon (the Clerk) and Mr 
Doyle (the Master) had tendered to him 
their resignations of their respective positions. 

The Commissioners made the following 
order: — “ The Commissioners accept the 
resignations of the Clerk of the Union 
and the Master of the Workhouse as from 
the 2nd April, 1930. They wish to bear 
tribute to the long and meritorious service of 
these two officers.’’ 

THE CLERK’S STATEMENT. 

The Clerk said that it was with sincere 
regret that he tendered his resignation.’ He 
had served the Union for 34 years, and had 
performed his duties faithfully and efficiently. 
During that time no auditor ever found any- 
thing amiss with his work. That was a fine 
claim to make in view of the fact that he 
had ‘to sign every document in connection 
with the institution—paying orders, requisi- 
tions, etc. . He thanked the Commissioners 
for the tribute that they had paid him, and 
he was confident that the Minister for 
Local Government would deal fairly with 
him. Thirty-four years was a long span 
in a man’s life, and during that time he 
had taken a deep interest in the welfare 
of the Union; consequently he hoped that 
his successor would give as good and as 
faithful service as he had given. 

The Chairman said that in their order the 
Commissioners had expressed their appre- 
ciation of the valuable work of Mr. Condon. 
He did not want to make a speach about it, 
but merely to say that their tribute was 
sincere.

CARGO OF FURS VALUED 
AT £200,000,

NEW YORK, Friday. 

Details of what may turn out to be one 
of the outstanding flying feats of the year 
are to hand from Nome, Alaska. . For 
the past two months two vessels, contain- 
ing fourteen: men and a girl, and a 
million-dollar cargo of furs, have been 
frozen hard in the ice-locked sea off the 
coast of Siberia, with almost certain death 
from cold and starvation staring the 
occupants in the face.

Nine are still imprisoned on the 
ice-bound ships.

RECALLED. 


NEW CATHOLIC PRESS 
APPEAL DISMISSED. 


The New Catholic Press, Ltd., as pro- 
prietors of the Catholic -Herald, and Myr. 
Charles Diamond, its editor, unsuccessfully 
appealed in London yesterday before Lords. 
Justices Scrutton, Greer and Slesser from a 
judgment for £30 damages given against them 
in a libel action brought by Union Jack 
Photo Plays,, Ltd., in respect of an article 
headed “ Biddy from Houndsditch,”’ pub- 
lished in the paper in December last. The 
paper criticised the representation of a 
Catholic priest in a play called “ Biddy,”’ 
and ended up by saying that in an action 
for breach of contract broucht against the 
Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, Ltd., judement was 
entered for the defendants, whereas in fact 
Union Jack Photo Players were awarded 
£29) damaces in that action. 

Mr. Richard O’Sullivan, for the appellants, 
said that thonch the damaces were inconsider- 
able his clients did not want to have it said 
unnecessarily that they published lihele: In 
his submission, the words were incapable of 
a defamatory meaning. 

Lord Justice Scrutton, giving jindgment, 
raid that on a fair construct'on, of the article 
it might be read as saying, “ We have always 
said this piav is offensive to Catholic feeling. 
Now a case has been heard which raises the 
point, and a judgé has decided that it is 
offensive.”’ The difficulty was that the judge 
eecided nothing of the kind. The article was 
capable of a defamatory meaning, and a jury 
had decided that it was defamatory. The 
appeal must be dismissed. Lord Justice 
Greer and Lord Justice Slesser concurred. The 
appeal was dismissed.

How’ the fire originated is un- 
known. 


CHILD’S FATAL BURNS. 

‘Death due to shock from burns accident. 
ally received’’ was the verdict returned at 
the inquest which was held in KILDARE In- 
firmary on the body of a thrée-yéar-old girl, 
named McStay, of Pallas Field, Kildare. It 
appears that the child was seated near the 
fire grate when her aunt was taking some 
boiling water in an earthenware vessel from 
a pot on the fire. As the woman lifted the 
vessel over the child’s head it cracked in 
two, the entire contents spilling on the child's 
head and body. 


INQUEST ON CYCLIST, 

At the inquest which was held in ATHY, 
yesterday, by Mr. Conway, Coroner, on the 
body of a cyclist, William Hyland, of Pope- 
field, a verdict was returned in accordance 
with the medical evidence, that death was 
due to shock and hemorrhage, and that no 
blame attached to the driver of the motor 
car, Mr. M. J. Dunne, auctioneer, of Callan. 
The evidence went to show that Hyland was 
cycling home from Athy, on his own side, 
last Thursday afternoon. The motorist was 
approaching on his own side, and when about 
eight yards from his own gateway the 
deceased man crossed in front of the motorist, 
evidently miscalculated the distance. It was 
impossible for the driver to pull up, and the 
motor car struck the devimad man. 


TIPPERARY ASSAULT CASE. 

In an assault case at DUNDRUM (Co, Tip- 
perary) District Court, betwe®n parties 
named Ryan and Heffernan, neighbouring 
farmers’ sons, residing at Glencregh, in which 
there were cross-cases, James Heffernan, in 
the cross-case against Lawrence Ryan and 
Michael Ryan, said that when passing along 
the road to RdéSsmore one night he heard a 
step behind him.

It is the most 
coloured month in the year. Has there 
ever been a brighter autumn than this? 


The much vaunted American “‘fall’’ can: 


Sure scarcely better it. Even in the 

s of town you stand amazed ‘every 
few yards by the beauty of shrub and 
tree and the drifting brilliant leaves. 
Here is-a prunus, a shrub majestically 
beautiful in fragile blossom in spring, but 
now imperially fine in purple colouring ; 
and here a copper beech is fading from 
almost black tints to golden bronze. 
Beside it is a wild cherry like a flame. 
The homely plants in the garden, too— 
your currant and gooseberry bushes—are 
wearing colours you never dreamed that 
they could boast. How gloriously Nature 
can grow old! 

The flowers cling on as if they intended 
to hold the line until snowdrops come to 
begin the year’s procession. Here are 
cyclamens under a golden glory of chest- 
nut. Here are godetias blooming as if 
summer were before them. The. roses 
always kesp some buds for Christmas. 
That beloved old-fashioned rose, of sweet 
scent and haunting memory, ‘‘ Souvenir 
de Malmaison,’’ is still in happy bloom. 
The antirrhinums, unless torn up in the 
f of bedding out, are still in flower, 
ial the chrysanthemums—well, look as 
you pass Booterstown Station and see a 
garden full of them. 

No! Except for fog and the bovine 
hooting of foghorns there is nothing 
gloomy in November. In fact, it seems 
to be the very time to see the country if 
only the days were rather longer. Do you 
remember the young man in. A, F. 
Housman’s ‘Shropshire Lad’’ who goes 
about the woodland to see the cherry 
* decked in snow "?— ~~» 

“Now of my three-score years and ten 

Twenty will not come again, 


And take from seventy springs a score, 
li ‘only leaves me fifty more. 


And since to look at things in bloom 

Fifty springs are little room, 

About the woodlands I will go 

To see the cherry hung with snow.” 

That admirably wise young man must 
have surely felt the same in the autumn 
when the cherry is a flame of red gold. 


BRAY TO KILMACANOGUE. 


If you want, in a short motor drive, to 
see some of the lovelist colouring, go 
uickly, before the next gale, from 
blin to Bray by the Donnybrook road, 
always lovely at this time of year. Turn 
at Little Bray and follow the Dargle. It 
is beiter to the passenger than driver 
when views are concerned. Drive slowly 
enough to look at the wooded slopes on the 
other side of the river, where the larches 
are golden spears against the green of 
firs and pines. The beeches are that 
wonderful colour of a red setter’s back— 
- a red that does not seem to have a name 
of its own. Some few fairy-gifted people 
have hair like that, and they ought to be 
kings and queens and sit on golden 
thrones, eating honey. It is hair that you 
see in Dublin slums now and then, but 
hardly ever in England. 

To come back to the trees, you must not 
think of anything else at this time. The 
birches are little showers of gold money ; 
the poplars are a pale, pure colour; and 
here at Dargle Bridge, where the colour 
seems to reach a climax of glory, there 
are cataracts of old man’s beard on the 
trees. Under the beech trees you will go 
by Kilbride Church, by wild ‘cherries too 
lovely for any praise, and up the hill till 
you get that sudden view of Sugarloaf, 
blocking the road, as it seems. 

We turned at Kilmacanogue and came 
back to Kilbride because November days 
are so short, and we wanted to return by 
Enniskerry, with its wealth of colour and 
that lovely view of the hillside with the 
‘spire against it. The spire has been 
covered newly with copper, which shines 
golden now instead of the green tint it 
had in the old days. The wooded slope 
of the Scalp is at its lovelist just now; 
for in autumn every tree has its 
individual glory where in summer there 
was a uniform green. Now we pick out 
tree by tree in its splendour; and that 
beech avenue to Kilternan—you should 
see that before all the leaves lie in red- 
brown drifts on the road. 


GLENDALOUGH, . 


This is the time to see Glendalough. I 
think it could never’ be a lovelier glen 
than it was on Sunday, November órd, 
this year. The colours had reached a 
climax made effulgent by sunshine, The 
idea that Glendalough is gloomy is either

I: was glad to discover that. Mr. 
Martin, of Dunsink ink Observatory, heartily 
approves of the suggestion that a four- 
faced clock should be erected on O’Connell 
Bridge for the benefit of "bus passen- 
gers and of the citizens generally.

of what is required is to be found in the 
central hall of the G.P.O. He tells me 
that the hour-hand of this clock moves at 
half-minute intervals, and that the same 
control which operates the G.P.O. dial 
could be used quite simply to regulate hoth 
clocks: It seems that the advantage of 
this particular type of timepiece is that it 
is not only trustworthy and accurate, but 
extremely economical so far as capital cost 
is concerned.

Strawberries and Silk. 


Here is a true story of a well-known 
man who is now engaged in manu- 
facturing in Dublin. ATA decided, 
some years ago, to seek his fortune in 
“the States,” he spent his last Sunday 
ir. Dublin at the “‘ Strawberry Beds.’’ In 
response to an advertisement in a New 
York paper, he took his place in a queue 
at the entrance to a dry-goods store where 
assistants were required. In response to 
a janitor‘s inquiries every applicant in 
the queue was called on to name his 
particular branch of experience. Observing 
that those who claimed to know something 
about silk were specially invited to 
remain, the gentleman in question accomo- 
dated himself to the emergency, and— 
though having no particular knowledge of 
silk—was told off for an interview. Dis- 
covering that he had just arrived from 
Dublin, his interlocutor asked him if he 
knew the Strawberry Beds? When he told 
him that he had had tea at a certain 
Strawberry Beds house on the previous

Kelp. 


I have read with great interest—writes 


a correspondent—about the efforts of the. 


Free State Lands and Fisheries Depart- 
ment to restart the kelp industry, 
especially along the West coast of Ire- 
land. If they are successful in their 
project, the industry will be sure to 
spread to the North and North-East 
coasts, and so, after a lapse of nearly 
half a century (the war — excluded), 
picturesque scenes would once more 
available for the appreciative artist. 
Burgess and other old Belfast painters 
made some fine studies of kelp-burning 
early in the nineteenth century. 

Rathlin Island used to be a great place 
for burning kelp. It is mainly for 
the manufacture of iodine,and one ton of 
kelp yields about eight pounds of iodine. 
The seaweed is gathered during the 
summer, dried on the shore, and then 
stacked under shelter until it becomes 
covered with a white saline efflorescence, 
when it is ready for burning, which is 
effected generally in kilus, or a kind of 
stone-paved trenches. As the weed softens 
in the kiln it is stirred with a heated 
iron until it becomes a semi-fluid mass. 
Then it is cooled and broken into pieces 
ready for the market. It hardens during 
the cooling, and is broken into slabs of 
convenient size. 


Medicine Men in Action. 


A friend of mine, recently returned from 
South Africa, amused me for an evening 
with stories of the African medicine man 
or witch doctor. He informed me that these 

entlemen, though frowned upon by the 
aw, still have a considerable clientéle 
who rely implicitly upon their treatment. 
much as, in some remoter corners of 
Ireland, the ‘wise woman is stil] con- 
sulted. They have, indeed, in both cases, 
considerable knowledge of herbal medicine, 
and the fruit of traditional observation is 
that here and there they have anticipated 
modern science. General paralysis has 
long been cured by them by getting the 
patient bitten by malarial mosquitos, a 
treatment. now orthodox in principle. 
Auto-suggestion is at the root of many of 
their cures. A_ peculiarly amusing 
example was the case of a man with fever ; 
he was treated with ground gramaphone 
records mixed with water from a locomo- 
tive, the ingredients being calculated to 
make him talk and get going again. The 
treatment was completely successful. 
Much in the same way, an old Irish crone 
treated a bed-ridden man with the feet of 
a hare, so that he should regain the use 
of his own, and, to my knowledge, he 
lived to be a sturdy ancient.

ACanx Cats. 


I read recently (writes a correspondent) 
that the Isle of Man Board of Agriculture 
intends to take immediate steps to pre- 
serve the breed of tailless cats, which is 
rapidly dying out. With this object in 
view, Manx cat shows will be held 
regularly, and prizes will be awarded for 
perfect specimens. 

The origin of the Manx cat is lost in 
the mists of antiquity, and it certainly 
would be a shame to see this famous 
animal becoming extinct. The cat has a 
most peculiar appearance. The body is 
short and stubby, and its hind legs are 
longer than the front, with the result that 
it hops about and jumps rather like a 
rabbit. Its head is small and round, with 
two bare spots on the forehead. It can 
be any colour usual to the ordinary cat, 
but its fur is shorter and softer. Unlike 
the common or garden pussy, the Manx is 
quick-tempered and haughty, and does not 
easily make friends. 

The ancestry of this tailless cat is un- 
known, but a theory has been put forward 
that it came over from Spain with the 
Armada and landed on the island from 
some of the wrecked ships. Certainly it 1s 
the only really tailless cat in existence. 
although the strain is evident in parts of 
Russia, China, Malay, Japan and Siam.

THE NATIONAL WAR MEMORIAL. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH Fid4ibs 
Sin,—May I make an appeal in reference 

to the National War Memorial in Dublin 
This was very forcibly brought before me 
last Monday in Belfast, where I had the 
honour of representing .ae British Legion 
(twenty-six counties). When Fie!ld-Marshal 
Lord Allenby unveiled the Belfast Memorial 
he paid a strong tribute to what her soldiers 
had done in the late war. I, as a Southerner, 
felt it deeply that, although we had the 
money collected, we had no memorial to show 
the world that we had not forgotten those 
who had paid the supreme sacrifice. 

May | suggest that the present Trustees 
ask two representatives of the present poli- 
tical parties in the Dail to meet them, and 
go into the present position and find a 
solution? To strengthen my suggestion may 
I give the following two instances of what 
extremists on both sides did in Ireland during 
the Great War, showing that they put 
country, not party feeling, first’ 

In 1914-15 five men came to my barracks 
and asked to see me privately. They said, 
“We are five Fenians, but since the sinking 
of the Lusitania we are uneasy at our doing 
nothing in the Great War.” I asked them 
if the Oath of Allegiance was a difficulty. 
They said, “ Yes.” Í said, “I will cancel an 
attestation form and let you bring it home 
and see what you can do.” This was done. 
Next day the five men came back to the ba: 
racks. ‘our said, “We can take the Oath, 
as it is only for the duration of the War, 
and we want to prevent Germany from 
owning Ireland.” The fifth said, “I cannot 
take it, but, on account of the way you 
treated us, 1 give you my word I will never 
raise a hand against England until the War 
is won.” The other four went out to France. 

The second example is that, when that 
gallant soldier Captain William Redmond re 
ceived his fatal wound, an Ulster Orangeman 
brought him in on his back under fire, and 
received the D.C.M. Cannot we Irishmen of 
all different ideas sink our differences and 
agree on this matter?—Yours, etc.,

He did 
not say that everything had been done—a 
lot remained to be done. ere was a con- 
siderable improvement in the salary which 
the secondary teacher might expect to earn, 
and probably more would be done in that 
respect. Something definitely had been done 
with regard to pensions, and while the scheme 
was not as satisfactory as many of them 
would like, so far as it went it was a good 
scheme—and, perhaps, it was as far as the 
country could have gone at present. 

There existed, and would still exist, unless 
certain changes were made, a shortage of 
teachers, and he thought one of the reasons 
for that was that it was too difficult to secure 
the recognised position as secondary teacher. 
It would take a young man eight years after 


leaving school to obtain the post of 
& recognised teacher. That was not 
the fault of the Ministry of Edu- 
cation, but of the Registration Board, 


which had laid down that rule. It was 
far more stringent than the occasion re- 
quired; more stringent than recognition was 
either in Northern Ireland or in England. 
He would like the Registration Board 
seriously to consider the matter, to see if 
that was one of the causes of the shortage 
of teachers. 
ATTITUDE OF T.C.D. 

Referring to a suggestion by the Head- 
master in the report, that Trinity College 
might do more for Secondary Teachers, 
Professor Thrift. said that he did not think 
that Trinity was blameless in the matter. 
‘He thought that it could do more in turning 
out graduates as teachers. He was happy to 
say, however, that that very subject was 
being considered at present, so that special 
facilities would be given to graduates to pre- 
= for the teaching profession. (Hear, 
ear.) ‘Trinity College was prepared to do 
her part. 

With regard to Mr. Douglas Scott’s retire 
ment from the position of Senior Classica! 
Master, Professor Thrift said that Mr. Scott 
was a master in that school since its birth, 
and the Headmaster would be the first to 
acknowledge Mr. Scott’s great work. He 
felt sure that everyone would join in wishing 
that he might live a long time to enjoy the 
well-earned rest and leisure that he had 
been able to secure under the recent pensions 
scheme. (Applause.) 

The Archbishop of Dublin, who distributed 
the prizes, said that of the schools which 
the Incorporated Body controlled none of 
them excited more admiration than Mount- 
oy School. He not only congratulated the 
oys on gaining prizes, but their Head- 
master—japplause)—and his efficient staff. It 
was a very great satisfaction to the Board 
to know that the school was in such very 
capable hands, and so excellently adminis- 
tered 

One of the tests of a concern in the com-

CAREERS IN IRELAND. 

He noticed with satisfaction the large 
number of boys getting aprointments from 
the school, which enabled them to settle in 
Ireland. Qne of the calamities of the past, 
particularly with reference to the Church to 
which they belonged, was that so many boys 
and girls educated at their University and 
secondary schools were obliged to look out- 
side the country for positions commensurate 
with their education. Though many of the 
services which they entered offered splendid 
opportunities, yet he would much prefer to 
see their boys finding occupation at home. 
He was delighted to see, therefore, that so 
many of their boys had entered the service 
of home institutions. 

He could not but regret that he had not 
seen any of the boys enter with distinction 
the Civil Service of the Free State. Boys 
from that school and others had taken high 
honours in the Intermediate examination, and 
in Irish, and, therefore, he could not be 
told that the reason was the Irish language. 
He hoped very much that the boys. from 
their schools would present themselves for 
the Civil Service of their country. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Referring to the pension scheme for 
secondary teachers the Archbishop said that 
they should congratulate the Minister for 
Education and thank the Minister for Finance 
for what they had done in this matter. The 
fact that such a scheme was now on foot 
ought to remove a very real obstacle from 
the way of men who desired to take up 
secondary teaching as a profession. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Mr. Joseph Johnston, F.,T.C.D., said that 
he felt that it was a tragedy that some of 
their educational institutions had to manu- 
facture young men and young women for 
export, ‘and, like the Archbishop, he wel- 
comed the tendency of a greater number of 
their young men to find situations at home. 
(Hear, hear.) ' 

The Archbishop, who occupied the chair, 
thanked Professor Thrift and the other 
speakers, and expressed the pleasure that it 
gave him to see present Sir Thomas 
O’Shaughnessy, who was a very old friend of 
the school, in which he took a deep interest. 
(Applause. ) 

THE HEADMASTER’S REPORT. 

The report of the Headmaster, the Rev. 
William Anderson, M.A., stated that the re- 
cord for the past twelve months was one of 
continued prosperity. The number of pupils, 
the school games, and the, success of the 
pupils at various examinations had attained 
to a most gratifying standard. 

At the examination in religious knowled 
205 pupils passed and 120 gained prizes. fn 
the Intermediate examinations thirty-one 
pupils passed, of whom sixteen passed with 
honours. Nine of the eighteen candidates at 
the Intermediate certificate examination 
scored upwards of fifty per cent. in Insh, 
and sixteen reached that standard in mathe- 
matics. First place in mathematics in the 
leaving certificate was secured by V. J. P. 
Meally with ninety-eight per cent., and first 
place in applied mathematics was shared by 
the same student and M. V. H. Bowers with 
eighty per cent. 

Twenty-two boys passed the Matriculation 
for T.C.D. The Kidd Scholarship was won 
by V. J. P. Meally, and also the First Sizar- 
ship in mathematics, with 92.3 per cent. ; 
two Junior Exhibitions by D. W. Quinn and 
M. v. H.. Bowers, the first in science by 
D. W. Quinn, and the A. Reid Sizarship in 
science by J. D. Medcalf. 

Past pupils had filléd the office of President 
in the Philosophical Society in two consecu- 
tive years—R. R. Hartford and T. W. E. 
Jessop. The medals for oratory awarded by 
the Neophyte Society for the t year had 
been won by Maurice and Stephen Anderson 
respectively ; 

Other distinctions include two first-class 
moderatorships in natural science and a third- 
class in mental and moral science; a la 
gold medal in natural science, a scholarship 
in history, two senior exhibitions, the 
Marshall Porter Prize, and the Wall Biblical 
Scholarship. 

Mr. Anderson paid a glowing tribute to 
Mr. Douglas Scott, who has resigned the 
office of senior classical master, after thirty- 
three years’ service, and extended a warm 
welcome to Miss Gladys Gurd, a distin- 
guished graduate of Trinity College. 

He suggested that Trinity be might 
show more concern for the well-being of

TWO MONTHS’ WORK. 


_ The following reports of “work done were

(1) Dublin City and Office.—953 cases were 
dealt with during September and October, 
and £140 3s. 9d. was granted in relief of 190 
pre and post-war ex-Service men. 916 letters 
were written in connection with various casos. 
£25 5s. for nine men was received from 
regimental and other funds. 496 dinner 
tickets were issued to destitute unemployed 
ex-Service men ineligible under the rules of 
the Society.

REBUKED. 


MR. FitzGERALD-KENNEY ON 

‘GRAVE IMPUTATION.” 

Mr. O. Grattan Esmonde, who represents 
Wexford in the Government interest, asked 
the Minister for Justice in Dail Eireann if 
his attention had been drawn to a statement 
made by Circuit Judge Wyse Power at 
Clifden, as reported in the Dublin papers, 
that the Garda Siochana had not carried out 
their statutory duty of opposing an applica- 
tion for the grant of a new hotel licence in 
a case in which Mr. Andrew Carolan, 
manager of the Renvyle Hotel Co., was 
the applicant; what, if any instructions 
were issued officially to the Gardai in re- 
gard to the application; and, if no instruc- 
tions were issued, could he state who were 
the people in Dublin who, according to the 
Judge, instructed the Gardai to refrain from 
carrying out their statutory obligation’? 

Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney, K.C., Minister for 
Justice, in reply, stated that his attention 
had been drawn to the statement, which 
was obviously a very grave imputation 
against the local police officers and some 
higher authorities in Dublin. There was 
no statutory duty on the police or anybody 
else to oppose an application for a new 
licence. 

It was in the discretion of the local police 
officer to oppose such sit sm on certain 
statutory grounds—namely (a) the character 
of the applicant; (b) inconvenience or un- 
fitness of the premises; (c) the number of 
previously licensed houeses in the neighbour- 
hood, and there was no binding duty to 
oppose an application even formally if the 
officer in his discretion thought it unneces- 
sary to do so. 

In the case of the Renvyle Hotel, the 
local officer felt that he could urge nothing 
against the character of the applicant, that 
he could urge nothing against the premises, 
which have been built as a new hotel for 
tourist traffic in Connemara and contain 
seventy rooms, and that as regards the 
number of previously licensed houses, he 
could not very well ground objection to 
the application because there were very few 
licensed houses in the neighbourhood, and 
none at all in the nature of a big hotel 
aiming at tourist development. 

No instructions of any kind were issued 
to the local officers from police headquarters 
or from his (the Minister’s) office or from 
any other source. These officers acted 
entirely on their own responsibility in the 
bona fide exercise of their discretion with- 
out. instructions from sibh and accord. 
ing to the usual practice in these matters. 

e practice was not to refer notices of 
applications for new licences received by 
local officers to police headquarters,. and 
in the particular case of the Rencyle Hotel 
that practice was followed as a matter of 
routine.

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EVIDENCE BEFORE THE 
ARBITRATOR.

Mr. Conor Maguire, arbitrator under the 
Railways Acts, resumed the hearing at 
Dublin Castle yesterday of the “claim brought, 
by Mr. W. A. Peate, Inchicore, late clerk 
in charge of the district cashier and pay- 
master’s office, Great Southern Railways, 
Broadstone, for compensation for loss of 
office based on 35 years’ service, which was 
‘terminated in May, 1929, by the closing of 
the pay office at Broadstone, He claimed 
£355 a year, being two-thirds of his salary 
of £500. | 

The case for the claimant was that. the 
abolition of his office was due to amalganin- 
tion under the Railways Acts. The respond- 
ents denied that the applicant came within 
the provisions of the Railways Acts, and that 
they had offered him an ex gratia pension 
of £215 a year during the pleasure of the 
Board. They denied that fhe applicant's 
discharge was due, either directly or in- 
dnectly, to amalgamation, but was the re- 
sult of economic causes, including a decrease 
in traffic and falling-off in the company’s 
receipts. ' 

Counsel] for the applicant — Mr..A. A. 
Dickie, K:C.; Mr. G. Gavan Duffy, K.C.; 
and Mr. Finlay (instructed by Messrs. 
James Q’Connor and Co.); and for the. re- 
spondents (the G.8.R. Company)—Mr, °K. 
Phelps, K.C., and Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed 
by Mr. J. J. McDonald). 


ADMINISTRATIVE CHANGES. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy continued his address on 
behalf of the claimant, and said that he 
relied for the interpretation of the statute 
on the fact that the Third Schedule created 
vested rights in persons whom he described 
as established; and that the Third Schedule 
was compulsorily incorporated in every 
amalgamation and absorption scheme for the 
benefit of the men. The claimant relied on the 
abolition of his office on account of admini- 
strative changes due directly to amaigama- 
tion; he avowed that the administrative 
changes in question consisted of unification, 
being an improved method of working, not 
feasible under the old régime; that this 
Court was in no way concerned with de- 
crease of traffic or. the economic causes, if 
satisfied that the applicant lost his -position 
throngh an administrative change due to a 
method not open to the other weet ye ó: 
If the fact of reducing the pay roll by 
getting rid of a man would be a complete 
answer for the company the Act would be 
futile. Alternatively there was a claim for 
dismissal entitling the claimant to compensa- 
tion, and he would onty have to trace his 
dismissal to amalgamation. 

A discussion took place between counsel 
and arbitrator as to matters arising out of the 
interpretation of the schedule in relation to 
the views of another arbitrator (Judge 
Davitt), and as fo whether Mr. Conor 
Maguire, the present arbitrator, was bound 
by a decision of his predecessor. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy submitted that the 
present Court should disregard the fact that 
another arbitrator came to a particular view 
if the reasons did not commend themselves 
to this Court. Mr. Conor Maguire, as arbi- 
trator in the matters coming before him, 
was that of a final Court. 

Mr. Maguire said that he had some diffi- 
culty in the matter, but he must leave the 
question open for the present. 


THE APPLICANT’S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. W. Peate, applicant, examined by Mr. 
Dickie, K.C., said that he joined the railway 
Service in the year 1894 as a junior clerk in 
the Paymaster’s Office, Inchicore. He re- 
mained in that department until 1924, and 
at that date had a salary of £388 a year, 
which, with overtime and other emoluments, 
was made up to £450. Had ‘amalgamation not 
taken place he had the expectation of becom- 
ing the chief official in his department. - In 
January, 1925, amalgamation came into force. 
The cashier at the Kingsbridge was retired, 
and the cashier’s office there and the pay- 
master’s at Inchicore were amalgamated under 
Mr, Carley, as cashier and paymaster. The 
applicant accompanied Mr. Carley to- Kings- 
bridge as assistant cashier. He was later 
transferred to the Broadstone at a salary of 
£500 a year. That was the preliminary re- 
organisation consequent on amalgamation. 

In February of the present year the com- 
pany decided to concentrate all the work at 
Kingsbridge. This involved. closing the 
Broadstone office, and in May, 1929, he got 
notice terminating his employment as from 
the Ist July. He was informed that he 
would get’ an ex grotia pension during the 
pleasure of the board. His services were 
dispensed with, he contended, owing to thé 
transfer scheme. Of his colleagues, two were 
transferred to the head office at. Kingsbridge 
and one to the sub-office at Inchicore, and 
they were still there. Two employés of the 
Westland row office were retired on ez gratia 
pensions, while a third was sent to some 
other office of the company. Under a fund, 
to which he belonged, the witness said that 
he would have been entitled to a pension of 
two-thirds of his salary for the last seven 
years of his service had he remained in the 
company’s service until he was sixty. He 
was now aged fifty-two. 

In further exam‘nation, the applicant de- 
posed to correspondence with the railways 
company, in which he stated that his retire- 
ment was caused by administration due to 
amalgamation, and pointed out what he con- 
sidered his pension rights would be. The 
company, on the other hand, expressed the 
view that the retirement was not caused by 
administration due to amalgamation, and 
stated that the directors granted the ez 
gratia pension. 


THE CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

The witness was cross-examined at length 
by Mr. Phelps, as to the positions which he 
had held in the employment of the company, 
and coming to his appointment to Broadstone 
the witness said that for the two and a half 
years from January, 1927, to May, 1929, he 
had control of the Broadstone office, with a 
staff under him. 

Counsel put it to witness that the revenue 
was decreasing during that time, but in reply 
the witness said that the receipts for the six 
months ended Sth June, 1929, were over 
£7,000 in excess of those for the six months 
ended 30th June, 1928 

Mr. Robert Carley, cashier and paymaster 
of the Adm Company, said that Mr. 
Peate served under him for twenty-one years, 
during which he acquitted himself very well— 
was, in fact, the best clerk in the office. 


THE REORGANISATION. 

Senator J. T. O'Farrell, General Secretary 

of the Irish Railway Clerks’ Association, 
said that in OUetober, 1927, accom- 
panied by a deputation from headquarters, he 
had waited on Mr. Keogh, General Manager 
of the Great Southern Railway, with refer- 
ence to the delay in reorganisation of the 
headquarters departments, about which there 
were many complaints. Mr, Keogh asked the 
deputation to be patient, that the reorganisa- 
tion was a colossal task, and that delay was 
inevitable, 
The witness said that he had continued a 
correspondence with Mr. Keogh, and after- 
wards with Mr. Riley, the new manager, pro- 
testing against the delay in carrying out the 
reorganisation of headquarters departments. 
Mr. Peate’s department was represented on 
the deputations. 


It was agreed between the company 
and the Railway Clerks’ Association. 
said the witness, that it would be 
a considerahle time before. the final 
form of reorganisation could, be decided 


upon, because of the intricate character of 
headquarters work. It would take a number 
of years before the company could say 
exactly how many men they would require 
to do the same work in one headquarters 
compared with the rumber of men formerly 
required in thirteen headquarters.

The Fmpire’s Economy. 

In view of the fact that an Imperial 
Conference will be held in London next 
year, the formation of an Empire 
Economic Union is an event of some 
importance. The British Empire is so 
vast, and so varied in its resources, that, 
if its’ inhabitants should determine to 
buy nothing but goods which are pro- 
duced within its confines, its power would 
increase enormously. Every tommodity 
known to man is, or can be, produced 
under the British flag; but the ideal of a 
self-contained Empire still is far from 
Since the War the collapse of 
European exchanges and the abnormal 
development of industry in the United 
States have resulted in an invasion of the 
Empire’s markets by foreign manufac- 
turers. Canada, Australia, South Africa 
and the other States of the Empire have 
been flooded with goods from the United 
States and certain European countries ; 
and England herself has suffered severely 
by competition, which has been intensified 
by factors outside her control. The new 
Empire Economic Union bas set itself an 
ambitious task. Its aim is the establish- 
ment of “‘ an absolutely free interchange 
of all Empire products within the 
Empire.” If this goal may not be won 
under present conditions, “we must, at 
any rate, get as near to it as we can.’ 

Many obstacles lie in the path of the 
Empire Economic Union’s project. The 
greatest of these obstacles im the insuper- 
able fact of geography. Canada is next 
door to the United States. Australia is 
within easy reach of Japan ; and it is only 
natural that neighbours should deal with 
one another. No such difficulties, how- 
ever, exist in the case of the British Isles. 
England, Scotland, the Irish Free State 
and Northern Ireland aré within a 
stone’s throw of one another, The Free 
State sells more than ninety per cent. of 
her exported produce to Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. In their wisdom, how- 
ever, the rulers of the twenty-six, counties 
have thought fit to build a wall of so-called 
“ protective ” duties on imported ‘goods, 
which operates in effect almost exclusively 
against goods of British ‘vr Northern 
Surely the time has 
should ceas2.

declare that the “‘ protective ”’ tariffs pro- 
duce so much revenue that they have 
become indispensable ; but once a tariff is 
regarded as a producer of revenue it ceases 
to fulfil its primary function, It imposes 
a heavy and altogether inequitable burden 
on the general consumer, and, while it 
has all the disadvantages of a protective 
tariff, it brings none of such a tariff’s 
benefits to the country. 

We have urged on many occasions the 
formation of a Customs Union between 
the three political entities which constitute 
the British Isles. The many States that 
now constitute the Germap Reich laid 
the foundation of their economic strength 
when they formed £thé” Zollverewn. 
Eighteen of them abolished their Customs 
frontiers against one another in 1854; 
five more followed suit within the next 
four years, and by 1865 al] the German 
States, except Austria, the two Mecklen- 
burgs and the Hans# towns; had joined 
the Customs Union. We are convinced 
that the Free State never can prosper 
until the preposterous fiscal barriers 
against her neighbours have ‘been removed. 
Every good Irishman looks forward to the 


day when the political partition of Ire- 
land will disappear; and; for political 


Apologists for the Free State Government — 


reasons alone, a Customs Union between 
‘Northern Ireland and the Free State 
would be a blessing. “The economic value 
of a Customs Union between the three 
States of the British Isles, however, 
would be incalculable. It would be a 
first step towards the creation of a seilf 
supporting Empire. It would mean that 
goods and services would flow freely 
between Britain, the Free. State and 
Northern Ireland, to the common benefit 
of the Irish farmer and the British manu- 
facturer. It would mean the removal of 
the most formidable barrier between the 
two sections of the Irish people, and 
would result in a great access of prosperity 
to both, | 


A Rake’s Progress, 


Already Mr. lenderson’s weak surrender 
to the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics 
and the rash manifesto—we can call it 
nothing else—to India have shown the 
trend of the tide. The Labour Party has 
bought its way to power by promises, 
regardless of consequence. A not very 
intelligent electorate has delivered the 
goods, and now, as might be expected, is 
presenting its bill.

authorities. The “' transitional period ”’ 
is to be extended, at a cost of eight and a 
half million pounds, for one year, in order 
that the Government may have oppor- 
tunity to devise methods of dealing with 
the able-bodied unemployed. We recognise 
that any criticism of methods intended to 
the lot of the 
invidious task; and we cannot recall 
any instance when we have opposed 
any measure that held out a real hope 
to the necessitous. Unfortunately, the 
Government’s new Unemployment Insur- 
ance Bill and Mr. Winterton’s proposal 
that every person who has remained in 
the same employment for twelve months 
shall have eight days’ holiday on full 
pay connote more than mere legislation 
for the poor; they are indicative of a 
state of mind which denies an old- 
established truth. One of the wonders of 
to-day is the Germany. 
Recently in these columns we published 
articles by a special correspondent, which 
we have re-printed in pamphlet form, 
describing the wonderful energy of that 
industrious people. Thrown back by 
military and economic upon 
their own resources, the Germans were 
driven by sheer necessity to toil, and 
great has been their reward, as can be 
read in their unemployment figures, 
which are, per head of population, about 
half those of Great Britain. Nevertheless, 
the British Labour Party prefers to rear 
a generation. in the creed that work is 
unnecessary, while the “ people love to 
have it so: and what will ye do in the

The Sues Canal. 


To-morrow will be the sixtieth anni 

versarv of the opening of the Suez Canal. 
The story of the enterprise is told in The 
Times by Sir Ian Malcolm, who is the 
British Government’s senior representa 
tive on the Canal Board. His summary 
of the Canal’s value is brief, but im- 
pressive. It has shortened the routes from 
London to Bombay, Calcutta and Mel- 
bourne by 4,563, 3,667 and 645 miles 
respectively. It has multiplied tenfold 
the trading of Great Britain with the Far 
East; it has made the fortunes of the 
ports of Marseilles, Brindisi and Trieste ; 
it has created the export trade of 
Australia; it has provided Egypt with a 
barrier of defence against eastern violence, 
and it is England’s strategic highway to 
India. All these benefits flow from the 
genius of the great Frenchman, Ferdinand 
de Lesseps, who, in 1859, turned the first 
sod with his own hand, and, having over- 
come a hundred difficulties—mechanical, 
financial and _ political—completed his 
epoch-making work within a decade of 
years. It is a sobering thought for 
politicians—always so sure of themselves— 
that de Lesseps found his chief obstacle 
in the strenuous opposition of the British 
Government, led by Lord Palmerston. 
whose mind was obsessed with French 
designs against Egypt.. The people of 
England, however, took a different view ; 
and, fifteen years after the opening, 
Disraeli, by a master-stroke, retrieved 
Palmerston’s blunder. He purchased the 
Khedive’s shares in the Canal Company— 
seven-sixteenths of the total issue—for 
£4,000,000; and so the British Govern- 
ment. became the largest shareholder. 
These shares are now worth £72,000,000 
on the market. Nevertheless, the ad- 
ministration remains French, and the 
board, which sits in Paris, is composed 
of twenty-one Frenchmen. as against ten 
persons representing Great Britain and 
British trade interests, and one Dutch 
man. The international] character of the 
Canal is guaranteed by the convention of 
1888, which was signed by seven Powers. 
Only twice has traffic been interrupted 
by the clash of arms—once, for two days. 
during the Arabi rebellion of 1882, and 
again, for a few hours, in 1915, when a 
Turkish attack was repelled by British 
forces. The Company’s concession will 
expire in thirty-nine years, and the 
British Government—indeed, al the 
Governments of the Empire—will have a 
vital interest in the maintenance, under 
any new arrangement, of Britain’s pre 
dominant contro]. This need will be the 
more urgent if British Governments 
continue to ‘‘ ask for trouble’’ in India. 


Then and Now. 


Just one hundred yéars ago the editors 
of the Scotsman and the Caledonian 
Mercury fell foul of each other. Apologies 
were Jemanded and refused; and finally 
Mr. Brown, the editor of the Mercury, 
challenged Mr. Maclaren; the editor of 
the Scotsman, to a duel. The challenge 
was accepted; the parties met in the 
King’s Park, and, “ after the gentlemen 


| all duels had such bloodless endings, and 
to-day nobody defends a practice which 
cost so many valuable lives and often 
established an expert bully as the tyrant 
of a whole community. To-day “ the 
jingling of the guinea helps the hurt that 
honour feels.” Slighted dignity or virtue 
betakes itself to the courts, and wounds 
ate salved by damages under the Divorce 
Acts or the law of libel. Yet, as we think, 
a plea might be made for the restricted 
revival of the duel in circumstances 
peculiar to the profession of modern 
journalism. To-day some newspapers 
achieve vast circulations by a deliberate 
policy of “ sensationalism.’’ They appeal 
to the meaner promptings of human 
nature--a childish curiosity. the love of 
scanda], the desire to know everything 
about the private lives of the wealthy and 
the great. No publi. person can be sure 
that he will not find upon his breakfast- 
table an account of his losses at bridge 
on the previous evening, or a speculation 
concerning his young daughter’s affairs of 
the heart. The law of libel ceases to be a 
real protection whet newspapers are able 
to pay heavy damages “ without turning a 
hair ’’; and. in any case, there are still a 
few people for whom money cannot quench 
the sting of moral «utrages. A revival of 
the duei, to meet this special emergency, 
would have an enormously cathartic effect 
on many newspapers. The society scribe 
would think at least twice before he 
penned a piece of tittle-tattle for which 
an angry citizen m-ght “ call him out” 
within twenty-four "hours.

When Princess Louise Duchess of Argyll 
opened the new wing, which is named aiter 
her, at the Central London Throat, Nose and 
var Hospital in Gray’s Inn road, Her Royal 
Highness mnade a tour through the wards, 
speaking to all the patients.

The King and Queen left London to-day 
for their Norfolk home, and it was the 
subject of comment at King’s Cross that 
His Majesty looked even better than when 
he arrived in town last week. He walked 
with assurance, and his eyes were bright 
as he looked around to greet the railway 
representatives waiting on the platform. 
It was obvious that his stay, which in- 
eluded no fewer than four visits to the 
theatres, had done him good. During his 
stay the King has been able to receive a 
number of his friends at the Palace, in 
addition to many visits from relatives, 
and audiences given to sixteen Cabinet 
Ministers. 


Unem loyment Insurance. 


The text of the new Unemployment 
Bill, issued to-day, which is to be carried 
through the House of Commons by Miss 
Bondfield, the Minister of Labour, reveals 
that Mr. Snowden has considered it on 
Hague ines; for, while it was 
demanded by the left wing of the Labour 
Party with many threats against the 
Government if they did not yield that the 
dole should be raised to one pound for 
men above twenty-one years of age, with 
ten shillings for wives and five shillings 
for every child, the new charges, though 
increases in many cases, are not nearly so 
heavy as expected. The weekly charge for 
adult dependents, meaning wives, is 
raised to nine shillings instead of seven 
shillings, while the jayment for the man 
remains unchanged. For persons under 
twenty-one years of age there are several 
advances, and it may be taken as certain 
that when the bill comes before the House 
these will provoke considerable. criticism. 
Mr. Snowden will be happy in t! 
consciousness, however, that he has saved 
the taxpayer eleven and a half millions.

if he had given way to the full demands. 
In the Lobby this afternoon the extremists 
professed themselves highly dissatisfied 
with the bill, and talked of placing a 
considered motion for its rejection on the 
Order Paper. 


Disarmament. 


With the return to London during the 
week-end of General Dawes conversations 
will be resumed by the Prime Minister 
on the Naval Disarmamnt Conference. 
These conversations, however, will not deal 
with the subject matters to be laid before 
the conference, but rather with the 
necessary preliminaries which need very 
serious consideraion. A story that Japan 
was to be favoured in the matter of 
cruisers arose out of the conversations now 
taking place with the representatives of 
Powers other than the United States, but 
that the story had no foundation is 
obvious. T!.e conversations have not 
touched upon such a vital point, but have 
been confined merely to arrangements for 


expediting the bus:ness of the conference. 
Pensions. 


The struggle in the House of Commons 
over Clause 1 of the Widows and Orphans 
Pensions Bill has been long and bitter, 
and, in the circumstances, the Govern- 
ment was delighted that it passed last 
night with a big majority. No fewer 
than twenty-four hours have been devoted 
already to the committee stage of the 
measure, but the proceedings will not 
last much longer. The Party Whips 
have come to an arrangement whereby ail 
the stages of the bill will be concluded on 
Tuesday next. The Government p: 
gramme of business is long and formid- 
able, and there is some anxiety whether 
it can be completed by the date 
tentatively arranged for the close of the 
Autumn sittings. 


Conservative Unrest. 


In Conservative circles there is keen 
interest and much speculation regarding 
the course of events during the parlia- 
mentary conference next week; but, at 
the same time, there is no expectation 
that anything of an untoward character 
will result. The air has been cleared of 
late. and there is deep appreciation of the 
understanding shown by Mr. Baldwin in 
dealing with the small, but influential, 
body of malcontents. That the free and 
frank discussions to take place next week 
will be anything but helpful is con- 
sidered most unlikely. One of the most 
disputed points, that of a more frequent 
exchange of ideas between the leaders 
and the rank and file of the party, has 
been settled in the most satisfactory 
manner. Mr. Baldwin has met the chair- 
men of the varicus Conservative com- 
mittees in the House of Commons and 
discussed with them the present political 
situation. 


London's Cold. 


London to-day was enshrouded ‘in a 
thick, heavy fog, the second this season, 
and vehicular traffic was delayed every- 
where, particularly on the railways, 
where fog services were in operation. 
There was some improvement of condl- 
tions during the afternoon in the outet 
suburbs, but Central London was held 
fast, and illumination was necessary in 
every house and office. The Embankment 
presented a weird spectacle, as long lines 
of traffic proceeded at a slow pace, with 
head-lights flaring under the uncertain 
light of the high-power lamps recently 
The fog followed a bitterly 
cold night, the ground reading at Kew 
recording thirteen deyrees of frost 
Londoners on rising found roads covered 
with white frost so thickly that at a first 
glance it appeared as though snow had 
fallen. According to the weather experts, 
there is every possibility of the cold spe!l 
holding for some days, though there may 
be a slight rise in temperature for a short 
time.

Only yesterday Maria Hahn’s employer 
had identified a bunch of keys found in a 
field on the Papendell Estate as havinz 
been in the girl’s possession when she left 
her house never to return. Search had 
been made for her since her disappear- 
anee, but without success. She is believed 
to have been acquainted with the girl 
Reuter, another victim, whose dead body 
covered with knife wounds was found near 
the Rhine on the 30th September. 
Maria Hahn is the ninth victim in the 
chain of murders which for months has 
occupied the attention of the police. With 
the excention of one man all were girls, 
and quite young. In addition, many 
women have been brutally assaulted, pre- 
sumably by the same man who is com- 
mitting the murders. 


THIRTY POLICE EMPLOYED. 


Up to the moment the thirty police 
criminal experts engaged in fathoming the 
mystery are without a clue to the maniacal 
murderer’s identity. 
The women in the city are becoming 
panic-stricken, and are afraid to go out 
alone after dark. Every minor assault 
and “ hold up ” committed within a wide 
area is now attributed to the 
murderer. 


MURDERER’S WARNING. 


An anonymous postcard has been re- 
ceived through the post by the Dusseldorf 
Mittag, in which the writer indicates that 
he is the murderer, and that he is now 
leaving Duesseldorf for another town. 
Naturally the publication of this postcard 
has created alarm throughout the whole 
country.

burdens. Dependents’ benefit was 
added, extended or wuncovenanted 
benefit was introduced, and the 
rates of contribution, though materially 
increase, were quite insufficient to meet 
new liabilities. The result has been that 
between November, 1919, and November, 
1929, a credit balance in the Insurance 
Fund of £18,900,000 has been converted 
into a debit balance of £36,850,000, and 
that this debt continues to hover so near 
to the statutory limit, in spite of the in- 
crease in the State’s contribution carried 
last July. The truth is that, at least 
until the Act of 1927, no Government has 
ever been able to bring itself to act upon 
the assumption that unemployment on a 
large scale is more than a temporary 
phenomenon.

HOW FOLLOWERS CAN 
HELP. '

By Ovr SpeciaL CORRESPONDENT. 
INCE the appearance of my first 
article on Irish Hunting, I have 
received a number of letters from hunting 
people in all parts of the country. With- 
out exception, my correspondents have 
endorsed the view that hunting is a very 
considerable asset to the national 
economy ; but several of them have taken 
me to task for undue optimism. They 
challenge my statement that a splendid 
season is anticipated this year; and they 
are unanimous in their assertions that 
“wire ’’ is doing untold damage to hunt- 
ing in the Free State. 
From inquiries that I have made 
during the last few weeks, I have dis- 
covered that there is much truth in this 
assertion. Since the big estates in Ire- 
land have been divided among sag = 
proprietors, the use of wire by the 
farmers has increased enormously. Every 
one of the hunting countries has been 
affected. In some cases, where the 
country is partitioned into distritts, 
under the control of men with strong 
local influence, the evil has been miti- 
gated to a great extent. The farmers 


have been persuaded that the use of 
wire is bad for hunting, and, conse- 
quently, for themselves; and several 
masters have told’ me that, in this 


respect, the majority of farmers are more 
than reasonable. Many of them, how- 
ever, cannot afford to dispense with wire 
on their holdings; others are indifferent 
to the fate of hunting, while a minority 
adopts the fatuous attitude that hunting 
is a rich man’s game, and that, therefere, 
it ought not to be encouraged in a poor 
country. 


WIRE FENCES. 

Two or three farmers who refuse to co- 
operate can spoil any hunt. By the 
simple process of erecting wire fences on 
their land, they can make hunting so 
dangerous that Masters will not take the 
risk of riding over their holdings, and, 
as there always are a few discontented 
farmers in every hunting country, the 
problem in the Free State has become 
really serious, A Master of an important 
pack told me the other day that it is 
absurd to expect English or American 
visitors to patronise Irish hunts while 
this condition of affairs continues to 
exist. It is true that hunting in Ireland 
is very much cheaper than 1t is in the 
‘Shires. The country affords excellent 
facilities for the sport; but as soon as 
the dread word ‘‘wire”’ strikes the 
visitor’s ear he promptly decides to go- 
elsewhere. According to my informant, 
there is not a single hunting country in 
Ireland which is free of wire. In some 
of the countries the Masters have been 
able to provide one day’s hunting per 
week over land that is comparatively free, 
but, even in the best countries, it is al- 
most impossible to manage more than a 
smale day. 

This constitutes a very grave handicap 
on sport, and the remedy lies entirely in 
the farmer’s hands. The Irish funts 
have very little money to spend. There 
are no great landowners to follow the 
example set by the Prince of Wales in 
the Duchy of Cornwall, where he replaced 
all wire fences by _ wooden -palisades-at 
his own expense; and, therefore, the 
farmer himself holds the key to the 
situation. Unfortunately, gery few far- 
mers in the country really are alive to 
the benefits of hunting to the community.

BUFFALO, New York State, Friday. 
Eighteen people well-known in society here 
were held up and robbed of jewellery valued 
by the victims at £80,000 yesterday during 
a dinner party given by Mr. and Mrs. Car- 
son in honour of Mr. Courtland van Clief 
and Miss Eleanor Cameron, who are to be 

married on Wednesday next. 

When the robbers entered the room 
through the French window at the rear the 
guests began to laugh, regarding it as a prac- 
tical joke designed for their entertainment. 

Mr. Hamilton Gardner, a_ well-known 

stockbroker and golfer, walked over to one 
of the men, who appeared to be the leader, 
and tried to take the revolver from him. 
Mr. Gardner was promptly knocked ¢ wn. 
One woman tried to remove the mask from 
the face of another of the ~ bandits, ‘who 
struck and kicked her, leaving the imprint 
of his muddy boots on her evening dress. 
At this stage the guests realised that they 
were facing something serious, and obeyed 
the bandit leader’s order to line up against 
the wall together with the servants, while 
the robbers removed their jewellery and 
searched the pockets of the men. 
They took everything in sight, including 
necklaces, ear-rings, rings, watches, tie-pins, 
studs, and, of course, whatever cash there 
was. 


£60,000 NECKLACE TAKEN. 

Before leaving some of the robbers visited 
an upper room, where the evening cloaks and 
fur coats of the guests had been deposited, 
all of which they took away with them. 
After completing their search of the guests 
and servants they ordered everyone to lie

There was an unusually happy atmosphere 
in, Jury's Hotel,- Dublin, last might, when a 
number of the old boys of Campbell College, 
' As many of them 
are now resi@ett in the Free State, it is the 
proposal of the Socity to hold such dinners 
‘from time to.time ine Dublin, in order to 
maintain happy relations with old scholars. 
There were over fifty old boys present, and 
the speeches made referred to the success of 


“the College during the past years and ex- 


pressed hopes for its future prosperity, 

The toast of “The King,” proposed by 
the President of the Society, Mr. William 
Pollock; who’ presided, having been honoured, 
Professor Henry, F.,T.C.D., in a happy 
speech, recalled old associations with 
the College in the days of his 
early youth. In humorous’ vein, he 
told a great deal of the things he should 
not have done, but he attributed those 
misdeeds to, the. mistake made in putting 
him on the earth at all. Turning to the 
serious side, he said that it was pleasing 
to see so many old boys gathered together, 
and he hoped that such reunions would be 
more frequent. 

Some people had said that the success of 
the College had been due to existing circum- 
stances in the Free Stat, such as compulsory 
Irish, but while there was something in 
that statement, it was not wholly true. He 
added that he thought that the Free State 
education authorities were cutting. their own 
throat in pursuing the policy of compulsory 
Irish: for sentimental and other reasons.

to be known. (Hear, hear.)

PROGRESS OF THE SCHOOL. 

The Headmaster, Mr. W. D. Gibbon, in 
his reply, spoke of the extension of the 
College premises. ‘‘The seventy. acres of 
your day have grown into the hundred and 
thirty of today,” he. said. .He then spoke 
of the ‘progress made in the sphere of 
ath'etics, music, drama and debate.

WESTMINSTER, Friday 

The rom of an annual eight-days® holi- 
day on fuil: pay to every ae oT in the 
Kingdom was held out by Mr. Winterton in 
the House of Commons this afternoon in pre- 
senting for second reading a bill which he 
commended. te the Government as a con- 
siderable step in: advance ‘for the social 
betterment of the people It was Mr. 
Winterton’s first speach, and as a maiden 
effort it fully justified the congratulations 
that were showered on him by his friends 
on the Government benches. : 

A somewhat similar idea of a compulsory 
fully-paid holiday had three years ago 
occurred to Mr. Ben Riley, who, however, 
failed to get more than a first reading for 
Mr. Riley's bill contemplated a 
six-day holiday, but Mr. Winferton ex- 
plained’ that he had substituted eight days for 
six in his_ bill to enable full advantage to be 
taken of the cheap week-end travelling 
facilities. Any employer who sought to 
evade his obligations under the measure, by 
means of disinissal or suspension, immediately 
before the annual holiday, was to be liable to 
@ penalty not exceeding £20. Contracting 
out would not be permitted. Mr. Winterton 
dilated on the increased health efficiency 
and the consequent increased production 
which would follow a holiday. A bill of 
this character, he said, was urgently needed, 
and he quoted a letter which he had received 
from a vicar, who had not had a holiday for 
ten years, and wanted to know whether he 
would come within the provisions of the bill. 
(Laughter. ) 

r. James Hudson, in seconding the 
motion, insisted that the only way of secur- 
ing every worker an annual holiday 
was to make it a statutory obliga- 
tion. He believed it was a fact 
that at present ad about one and 
a half milion workers were covered 
by agreements guaranteeing a holiday with 


ay. 
PREJUDICIAL TO INDUSTRY. 

Another Mr. Hudson, the Conservative 
member for Hackney, sounded the first note 
of dissent to the bill by moving an amend- 
ment declaring that it would prejudicially 
affect every phase Of industry. This, he 
said, was a very good example of an attempt 
to rule with the heart, and not with the head. 
The workers ‘themselves would suffer, be- 
cause, in fixing wages, the employers would 
take into account. the cost of a holiday 
given on full pay. The bill, if passed, would 
increasé the misery of the Lord Privy Seal, 
who was already realising his growing help- 
lessness to increase production and, there- 
fore, employment. * 

Major Nathan, a Liberal, scoffed at the 
idea that industry could not afford to pay 
for an annual holiday. The same thing had 
been said of every measure designed for 
social betterment since the days when Adam 
delved and Eve span. 


MINISTRY OF LABOUR'S VIEW. 

Mr. Lawson, speaking for the Ministry of 
Labour, had ndthing to sa against 
the principle of the hill, but when 
ity came to concrete facts he 
was afraid that the matter was not quite so 
simple as it looked. The Government had 
set a good example by giving a week’s holi- 
day to .all its employés, but the working 
agreements in indvstry varied very consider. 
ably, and it would, be necessary to consult 
the interestg concertied before anything on a 
big scale could be fone. 

The upshot of Mr, Lawson’s speech was 
a promise to support the principle of the 
bill, but a refusal to guarantee facilities for 
its further progress in view of the heavy 
programme which the Government had 
before them. 

Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister protested against 
the passing of a bill of this character with. 
out much fuller information as to its effect 
on industry. 

On this point, Cantain Peake said that he 
had calculated that. in the coal industry alone 
the cost of the holiday would be about three 
and a half million pounds a year. 

In the result, a division on the amendment 
was not pressed, and the bill was read a 
second time.

Seal, in opening a modern cement plant 
at Hope, Derbyshire, yesterday, said that 
he did not want the differences between 
the coal-owners and the miners to be 
magnified. 

“I know all too well that there are 
differences,’’ he added; ‘‘I know that the 
coal-owners, the miners and the Govern- 
ment have failed to reach a mutual under- 
standing; but that does not mean, ought 
not to mean, and will not mean that there 
is a conflict in the industrv.. I believe 
we shall solve our problems. I believe 
that, with good-will and tolerance on 
either side, we shall emerge.’’ 

Mr. Thomas was presented with his 
portrait “ painted in cement.”’ In its gilt 
frame the picture looked like an oil 
painting. 

In accepting it, Mr. Thomas said: “I 
am quite sure that not until Mrs. Thomas 
has seen it will she realise what a hand- 
some chap I am.” (Laughter.) He then 
held up boxes containing samples of tire 
coloured cement, similar to those used in 
painting the portrait, which were addressed 
to “ The Right Hon. Winston Churchill, 
P.C., M.P., bricklayer,’’ at his country 
home. Mr. Thomas said that he would 
ask the directors to send the samples to 
Mr. Churchill with his compliments, and 
he added: ‘‘ They will look better and 
Jast longer than all the bricks that Mr. 
Winston Churchill has ever Jaid.”’ 


THE IRISH LANGUAGE 
MOVEMENT. 


SUGGESTED METHODS OF 
REVIVAL. 

Addressing a meeting of the (Clanna 
Saoirse, in the Banba Hall, Parnell square, 
i)ublin, last night, on ‘*The Gaeltacht and 
the Language,” 

Mr. Seamos OGrianna said that the best 
case for the Irish language is~that Ireland 
is a nation, and that the Gael is not vet 
conquered. He would find it hard, he said, 
to choose between a free English-speaking 
lreland, and an Irish-speaking province. Their 
aim should be the ideal of Pearse, which was 
“Not merely free, but Gaelic; and not 
merely Gaelic, but free.’’ To those who did 
not know the Irish language the history of 
Ireland remained a closed book, and he wenld 
go so iar as to say that there was no Angin- 
Irish literature. The writings of Swift, 
Goldsmith, and even men like John Mitchel, 
no matter how splendidly they had stated 
the case for Ireland a Nation—as literature, 
their writings were a contribution to English 
literature. 

When a language died as a spoken lancu- 
age, said Mr. OGrianna, cannot be revived 
It is still spoken in the Gaeltacht’ as the 
everyday language of the people. To make 
Ireland Gaelic-speaking it is necessary to go 
to the fountain head, which is the Gaeltacht. 

A SELF-SUPPORTING GAELTACHT. 

I do: not believe, he added, in trvinc to 
make the Gaeltacht self-supporting, hecause 
1 do not believe it possible, as the history 
of the conquest explains. Neither do I 
believe in putting a wall round the Gaeltacht. 
If the language is to be revived, the vonth of 
the Gaeltacht must be trained to take charge 
of the education of the country. It is often 
said that we should concentrate on the semi- 
Irish-speaking districts, but, to my mind, it 
is as difficult to do anything effective in the 
Irish-speaking districts as it is in the purely 
English-speaking districts. Í could not 
imagine the tuwn of Letterkenny imitating 
the Rosses; it would rather imitate Dublin, 
Therefore, we must make Irish the language 
of the administration of the country. If that 
were done, it would awaken the keen interest 
of the country. 

The teaching profession, he said, was the- 
most important agency in the revival of the 
language. He suggested that a rule should 
be made that alter a period of ten years no 
teacher should be appointed to a primary 
school who was not a native speaker. Bigger 
sacrifices than that were made by other 
nations in times.of national crises. The 
reason for se much indifference towards the 
Gaeltacht was due to the lack of national 
spirit. When the people got back ‘the spirit 
and the ational outlook that existed from 
1916 to 1921 the problem of the Gaeltacht 


would appear. again a simple one.
